Baaed upon the fact that intelli­ 
gent weed control depends upon 
knowledge of the life histories of 
weeds, a section of the bulletin 5® 
devoted to a discussion of weed 
dissemination, dormancy and long 
evity of weed seeds, and classifica­ 
tion of weeds into annuals, winter 
annuals, biennials, and perennials. 
This is followed by methods of con­ 
trol and
